Startling Gas Bills

A big crowd gathered at the Town Hall, on a
wonderfully warm springlike day, for the March
Town Council meeting. Since the crowds were
there mainly in connection with citizen presenta-
tions with regard to variances, we all waited for
Harry Gordon, representing the Historic Preser-
vation Committee, to arrive.

While we waited, Councilman Soltan, during
Committee Reports, said that the town rights of
way committee has a revised copy of committee
recommendations. The main question, though,
remains: How will the town determine boundar-
ies? How does this determination relate to what
the town would like to do in terms of rights of
way?

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Ah. Here comes Harry, to present the first
variance request to the Council: 10801 Mon-
trose would like to build—has already started
to build—a shed under a deck. The Council was
very fussy about what seemed a relatively small
variance, though I suppose this is what’s known
as careful civic procedure. Some Councilmembers
were irritated that the home-owners had not
given the Council notice of their plans.

The variance was granted conditionally—clar-
ification of some points was needed. The bottom
line was that there should have been a full appli-
cation in advance.

Variance no. 2, 4700 Clyde, involved removing
an old part of the building and rebuilding with a
porch. This was approved on condition that the
porch never be enclosed. (This is a historically
significant house, by the way—in the old days,
Council meetings were held there.) This variance
also was granted.

In the Mayor’s Report, she noted that she
recently testified for two bills involving the ability
of towns to own their own streetlights. This bill
has passed its committees, and will soon be con-
sidered by the general assembly.

The Mayor went on to congratulate Peter Ben-
jamin on his appointment to the Metro board.
Because of this, he won't be able to hold elective
office, so he must resign from the Council on
confirmation of his appointment. Peter wants to
help, however, on our Capital Plan and budget, if
the Council would like this. I think the Council
would like this.

The Mayor also announced a new ad hoc
committee: NEAR: “Neighbors’ Essential Action
Response.” They are looking for volunteers to
help people who need assistance in bad weather,
emergencies, and so forth—quite timely, given
the recent house fire in town.

Tony Altar updated us on the town Web site.
We've met with the designers and think their
work is terrific. We should have a really improved
and interactive site this year. “Many thanks to
Martin Trocki and to Jim Cole for their great ser-
vice to the town.” Tony also mentioned that all of
the 20 mph signs have now been installed.

It was then back to the Mayor, who announced
that the following election judges have been
approved: Shirin Keyani, Judy Heyman, and
Linda Knowles.

Finally, the town administrator said that we
are pretty much within our budget. The only pos-
sible problem has to do with the cost of fuel and
with equipment repairs. “I've been a little startled
at the gas bills.” Your reporter solves this prob-
lem by handing them directly to her husband,
unopened.

House Fire

The Unterman house on Kenilworth Avenue
suffered a two alarm fire on Wednesday, March
14. The contents of the house were destroyed.
The cause was improperly discarded smoking
materials.

As a result of the fire, Sonny Unterman
received burns to his upper body and went to
Suburban Hospital, but was released in the eve-
ning. The family dog, Roy, died from smoke inha-
lation. Denise Unterman and son Aaron were not
at home at the time.

Fire companies, seven or eight of them,
responded quickly. They parked all up and down
Kenilworth, from the Untermans’ to Strathmore
Avenue. By 6 pm most had cleared out. A salvage
company stayed later to put plywood over the
openings in the house.

Jim Resnick, fire chief of one of the engine
companies that responded, observed that this
community rallies around its own when they are
hurting. Also, according to Resnick, he and the
Untermans hope something positive can come
from this unhappy situation if others learn from
it. He described three important steps to take:

(1) change the batteries in your smoke detec-

tors every six months; (2) have a home fire safety
plan—an escape plan and a meeting place so that
everyone knows where to meet after they escape;
and (3) don't try to fight the fire yourself—small
fires can get very big quickly. Instead, take your
cell phone, get outside, and call 911.

When filling out your state income tax forms,
please remember to write Garrett Park in the box
labeled “City, Town or Taxing Area.” This ensures
that our community receives its fair share of the
income tax revenues that the state distributes to
Maryland counties, cities, and towns.

Voter Registration for May Elections. The
last day for voter registration for the May 2007
town elections is April 9. If you need a registra-
tion form, please pick one up at the Town Office
during normal office hours (8 am—4 pm), the
Montgomery County Board of Elections, or the
Post Office. Noncitizen residents of Garrett Park
who are not already on the town’s voters list and
who wish to vote in the May election must also
register by April 9 at the Town Office. The Town
Office will be open from 8 am to noon on Sat-
urday, March 31 and April 7, for those who are
unable to come in during the week. Absentee
ballots may be applied for at any time through
April 27 and must be received by the Town Office
before the polls close on Election Day.

FY 2008 Budget. Copies of the introduced
fiscal year 2008 budget are available in the Post
Office. If those run out, please come by the Town
Office for a copy.

At the March Town Council Meeting, I
announced a new ad-hoc committee called NEAR
(Neighbors” Essential Action Response), com-
posed of Linda Knowles, Barbara Thompson,
Phyllis Kaufman, and Kathy Gagnon. They will
be identifying town residents who might need
assistance in the event of weather emergencies or
in other cases, coordinating volunteers, recom-
mending ways that the town staff can assist, and
exploring resources from the County and State
Departments for Aging that might be available to
town residents.

tenance of each bulb when we plan to change the
bulbs after 15 years of use.

I was in Annapolis two days in the first week
of March to testify for a bill that will allow the
town to own the lights and find much more cost-
effective maintenance for our lights. The testi-
mony of the municipalities was so effective that
Pepco has withdrawn its objections to the bill.
Councilmember Al Carr from Kensington was
the leader of the campaign for the bill, and Gar-
rett Park was the first to join Kensington in the
campaign. The bill passed the Senate on Thurs-
day, March 15. After our testimony, the Mayor of
Kensington and I were given a tour of the Gover-
nor’s and Lieutenant Governor’s offices by Gover-
nor Martin O’Malley.

In other Pepco news, I have discovered that
Pepco has been overcharging the town for the
energy costs of our streetlights. On the December
2006 bill alone, we were overcharged by $167.79. 1
have written Pepco urging an immediate recalcu-
lation of our bills since June 2004 (when the new
lights were installed), reimbursement of the over-
charges, and the appropriate billing henceforth.
The saga goes on.
